liquor and tobacco he preen bes as the 
remedy. 
If nicotine injures the sight 
of the male sex, why is it that so many 
of the ladies suffer from the same 
cause and do not use tobacco.

Dr. E. E. Holt, Portland, Me., read 
a paper on physical economics, show­ 
ing a man's value in money, at a ses­ 
sion of the American Medical Associa­ 
tion, in convention at Boston. 
In his 
table Dr. Holt showed that at ten 
years, on a three and a half per cent, 
discount basis, a boy is worth $2,601.- 
63; at 16, $4,263.66; at 26, $5,438.03. 
From that time on his value de­ 
creases until at 70 he is worth only 
$17.13, and at 80 years he is a draw­ 
back on the community to the extent 
of $872.34. 
A professional man at 25 has an eco­ 
nomic value of $25,898.94, 
and his

About six o’clock Sunday evening 
Policeman 
Price arrested a negro, 
whose name appears upon the affidavit 
as John Lightfoot. bnt who save that 
his real name is Charles Hyatt. 
Hyatt 
was taken into custody at Riverside 
Park, where he is employed by Har­ 
ris Jones. 
He is charged with assault 
and battery with intent to murder 
Harry Walker 
Wills, 
tw enty-three 
years old, and a son of William Wills, 
of near Richland. 
Wills is now at 
the home of his 
father in a very 
serious condition. 
His physician, Dr. 
Hoagland, of Milroy, says that there 
is small chance of recovery. 
The trouble between Wills and the 
negro occurred last Wednesday. Wills 
was employed as hostler at the park 
and had some words with Hyatt, who, 
he claims, beat him with a pitchfork 
and then trampled u}kra him with his 
feet after he had him down. 
Wills 
was taken to the home of his grand­ 
mother in this city, where he lingered, 
it is said, without the care of a physi­ 
cian. 
The affair was hushed up and 
did not leak out until Sunday, when 
Wills’ father came after him 
Hyatt 
admits having had some trouble with 
Wills. 
In an interview today Hyatt stated 
that he struck Wills with the pitch­ 
fork in self-defense. 
He claims that 
Wills was coming toward him with 
his hand in his pocket and h6 declares 
that he thought that he had a gun or 
a knife. 
He says he struck Wills over 
the head with the comer of the fork 
but once, and denies that he tram p­ 
led upon him. 
He says that after 
he struck Wills he left him lying on 
the ground and went into a stall and 
continued his work. 
When he came 
out of the stall Wills was stiting up. 
Hyatt says that he again entered the 
stall while at work, and when he came 
out the second time Wills was gone 
He says he saw him again that day in 
Larkin’s saloon. 
He 
says 
that he 
noticed no blood when he struck Wills 
and he claims that the trouble origin­ 
ated over the possession of the fork, 
contending that it was his fork, that 
he had loaned it to Wills and that the 
latter refused to return it. 
Hyatt came here from Lexington, 
K v., abont two weeks ago. 
He has 
the ieputation of being a quarrelsome 
man. 
He says that lie was born in 
Bowling Green, K y., and left that 
place when he was one year old. 
He 
is th irty -two years old and had been 
in Lexington since 1894. 
He is rather 
a large negro of light color and surly 
disposition. 
He is not inclined to an 
swer questions. 
Deputy Prosecutor Kiplinger went 
to Richland this afternoon to have a 
talk with Wills. 
Wills is no better 
this evening.

Western Railroad bridge he fell into 
the river. 
Ho was 59 years old and 
has relatives living near Rushville. 
Iud. 
He is a brother of Lather Ben- 
son, the famous temperance lecturer 
and reformed gambler. 
He graduated 
from Ann Arbor, Mich., and studied 
law for several years.” 
Benson was well known here. 
He 
formerly resided on the Miller farm 
east of Nipp’s mill. 
After he went 
away and before bis father died, he 
often came hew and visited him. 
He 
had not been here of late, however.
